° They gave a loud “Banzai” then, at ao sharp 
command, wheeled sharply northwards and disappeared, 
marching along the railway line. 

" At six o'clock, Shum Chun was completely deserted. 
The Rising Sun flags had been hauled down and nothing 
remained to tell of the Japanese occupation except a litter 


of ‘rubbish; the pock-mark of bombs and shells and one 


or two damaged buildings. 


This was the highlight of 
developments along the Kwang- 
tung-Hongkong frontier this 
morning. ‘ 


Not only at Shum Chun, but all 
along tho frontier the Jnpancse 
havo disappeared.

Communique Brings 
Denial 


AN OFFICIAL 
JAPANESE Army com- 
munique ~ regarding .. the 
violation of British terri- 
tory at Military Post No. 12 
was issued by the Head- 
quarters of the Japanese 
Expeditionary Force in 
South China at Canton 
yesterday afternoon. 


The communique alleges that 
the military’ “pill-box” in ques- 
tion was occupied because 
Chinese goldiers .who had re- 
treated there had fired on the 
advancing Japanese forces. 


At the time, the communique 
states, the Japanese forces were 
not aware that~ the 
fortress” was in British ter- 
ritory and as soon ag they were 
made aware of this fact they 


‘|immediately withdrew. 


Enaqulrics by the “Telegraph” this 
morning’ clicited a categorical 
denial of Japancse claim that thoy 
were fired on from British ter- 
ritory. 


“74 Is tnaccurate to stale that 
Chinese troops fired on the Japan- 
eso from Milltary Post No, 12,” the 
“Telegraph” was officially in- 
formed, 


The Japanese communtque on the 
subject is as follows: 


“A unit of the Japancse South 
China Expeditionary rorce, ‘wmile 
carrying on mopping-up operations 
ngainst remnants of Chinese troops 
south of the East River, about 4 
o'clock on Saturday afternoon was 
atiacked by Chinese troopa from a 
pill-box fortress near the 1rontlcr of 
the British Leased Territory.

‘Story OF Robbery From 


Firm’s Safe 


A daring armed robbery on the 
premises of the Ying Mce Tea Com- 
pany in Mercer Street on October 
26, which resulted in the loss of 
$2,400 In Hongkong banknotes, war 
related to Mr, R. Edwards aot the 
Central Maglitracy~yesterday, when 
committal proceedings agninst two 
fokis of the company were coms 
mehced by Detcetive Inspeclor L, R. 
Whant, 


The men alleged <0 be concerned 
are Chan Yik, 28, and Leung Yu, 26, 
former fokis of the Ying Mee Ten 
Deniers, and they are charged with 
robbery by two: or-gore on October 
26 when they robbed EL! Pak-shun, 
menaging - partner.pf-the firm, of 
$2,400. eee 


$2,400, aes 


An outline of the ense was given 
hy Inspector Whanf¥ who said that 
about 7 p.m. on Getober ‘26 two 
strangers were admitted to the pre- 
mises at 20-22 Mercer Street by Chan 
Yik. Shortly’ after this, second de- 
fendant, Leung Yu, returned to the 
shop and-also went up to the third 
floor, . The servant boy who wos on 
the premises was bound and gagged 
and pushed Into a“godown in the 
adjoining house, and it Js alleged 
thnt ‘Chan Yik just stood by ‘and 
looked on while thls was going on. 
The cook was also bound and gagged. 


LI Pak-shun, who was at that 
time in the accounts office, was then 
overpowered and gagged by the 
strangers, after a struggle, and taken 
into the kitchen, where his wrists 
were tled with wire, . . 


About 15 minutes Inter, Cheng Ho, 
the servant boy, managed to release 
himself, and climbed down the water 
pipe to the street, where he ralsed 
an alurm, On the arrival of the 
police, he climbed back into the 
premises by the drain-pipe and 
opened the door for the pollce. 


The safe was then discovered open- 
ed and $2,400 taken. 


Arrested on Macao Boat 


First defendant was arrested by 
the police on November 7 while on 
board the Taishan, just as it was 
leaving for Macao, while later the 
same dny second defendant was 
urrested at the Luk Hol Tung board- 
ing-house. 

When charged wilh the robbery 
the next day, both defendants made 
statements in which they said they 
had taken part in~t, 

Evidence was also. given by Li 
Pakeshun, mannger of the Ying Mce 
Tea Company,’ who-sald that the 
premises occupied four floors of No. 
20 and the second andthird floors of 
No. 22 In Mercer St: f, The ground 
floor of No, 22 was used iis a godown, 
and it was not connected with the 
other floors. The entrance to the 
other floors was galned by entering 
the stairway by the street ot the side 
of No. 20. The first floor of No, 20 
was used as aon office, while the 
second and third floors were used 
as packing rooms. The second and 
third floors of No. 22 were used ns 
uodowns for goods. 

The firm's money was kept In a 
safe in the accountant’s office, and 
thix was known to all the fokis. 

Chan Yik had been in witness’ 
employ for two, years, and was paid 
S& a month, and given his board 
ard lodging, while Leung had been 
employed for flve years at $10 a 
month, and also recelyed board and 
lodging. Witness was standing’ on 
the verandah of the house on October 
26 when he saw Chan.open the door 
to two strangers. They all went up 
fo the second floor, and shortly after 
this Leung returned to the house and 
niso went up to the second floor. 


Armed With Dagger 

The next'thing that happened was 
he heard two men go down the 
stairs, and almost immediately after 
this two strangers went into the 
accountant’s office, these men being 
the two that Chan had admitted. 

The ‘first man was armed with a 
dagger, and witness was told not to 
move. He was then gagged after a 
struggle, and the keys of the safe 
taken from him. He. then noticed 
Chan Yik standing beside the coun- 
ter. The robbers dragged him Into 
the kitchen, where they tied hia 
hands behind his back with wire, 
and Ieft him after boltlng the door. 

Atter being relensed he went to the 
safe, where ho discovered that the 
sum of $2,400 in notes was missing. 
These consisted of 150 $10 notes, 80 
$6 notes, nnd 500 $t~notes. 

In reply to a question by Inspector 
sWhant, witness sald his mouth was 
Iacerated through being gagged, 
while. a number of his tecth were 
Icosened by the bamboo gag. His 
wrists were also injured by the wire. 
The hearing was adjourned to this 
afternoon.

the Acting Chief Justice, against Chan:Man-po at the Supreme 


Court yesterday, in on action brought by Messrs, Jardine: Matheson 
and Co., Ltd., for possession of No. 191 Wanchai Road, Wanchai. 


Mr. Eldon Pétter, «.c,, Instructed 
by Mr, H, J. Armatrong, of Deacons, 
appeared for the plaintiffs. The de- 
fendant, who was not represented, 
appeared In person. 

Stating his case, Mr, Potter said 
that the defendant had a lense on the 
premises for 12 months, and the lease 
expired on August 31 last, In conse- 
quence of the plaintiffs’ having sold 
the property und undertaking to give 
vacant possession o8 fur as the pre- 
mises oceupled by the defendant was 
concerned, notice was given him in 
July, immediately. after the sale had 
been pul through, that possession was 

quired, The only issue In point for 
his Lordship to decide was whether, 
i¢ the order was made, the defendan 
would suffer exceptional hardship. 

Mr. Potter pointed out that the law 
in England was not the same as that 
in the Colony, In the loca) Ordin- 
ance; the onus was on the defendant 
to show that he wis suffering cx- 
coptional hardship. In the case of a 
tenant, sueh os the defendant, living 
in the circumstanees in which he was 
living, Counsel submitted that it was 
practically impossible for him to pray 
for bengfit of the Ordinance, 

Dealing with the facts of the ‘case, 
which were net disputed, Mr, Potter 
said that) defendant paid a rent of 
$200 per month. He had his , own 
telephone insialled, and was owner 
of a Dodge car, for ‘which he employ- 
eda chnuffeur, The defendant olso 
paid for and kept in his house three 
private tutors. Besides these, he had 
four servants, 

Defendant's immediate family con- 
sIsted of himself, his wife and their 
three children: Also living with him 
wis his brother, his brother’s wite, 
and their three children, as well us 
four cousins. It was no doubt charit- 
able of the defendunt to maintain his 
brother and family und cousins, but 
the only ones. concerned jn the pre- 
sent proceedings were the defendant's 
immediate family, said Counsel. 


No Hardship Likely 


When the standard of living of the 
defendunt was appreciated, it was 
practically impossible for him to say 
that because he had to réinove else~ 
whore he would 
hardship. He could remove to a 
hotel; boarding-house, or”cven to 
Fanling, If he could obtain accom- 
‘modation in any part of the Colony, 
there was no question of hardship, 
Counsel submitted. ‘the Ordinance 
was made to protcct those untor- 
tunate people who could not find 4 
roof to cover them, There were 
mony other people ving fn thy 
same style and svundard as the de- 
fendant who thought they were pro- 
teeted by the Ordinance, 

Defendant, Counsel , submitted 
could not obiiin proicetion under the 
Ordinance either through a defence 
of-inconventence, discomiort or hard 
ship, but only exceptional hardship. 
The plaintiffs were entiticd to possei- 
sion unless the defendznt could th- 
tablish a case of exceptional hardship 
if he was dispossessed, 

Mr. Potter said that Messrs. Jar- 
dine’s had gone out of thcir way, al- 
though there was no necessity for 
them to do so, to assist the defendant 
by ascertaining whether there was 
alternative accommodation available 
As recently on November 24, Mr. 
Armstrong, acting on behalf of the 
plaintiffs, wrote to Mr. D, McCallum, 
who was then the defendant's solici- 
tor, giving him novice than, within 4 

one’s throw of the premiscs dcefen-

Early Naturalists 


The speaker mid: When your 
programme chairman nbout a month 
ago askcd me to give 0 talk to the 
Rotary Club, he suggested that the 
subject of snakes would probably be 
w Rultable one, and also added that 
ft could be mnude more Interesting tf 
specimens were broupht to the mevt- 
ing. Apart from the diMculties of 
holding the attention of most people 
on sucha subject, which to some 
might be actually distasteful, the 
problem of introducing « ve snake 
or two to this mecting, or falling 
back on a row of pickled specimens, 
decided my choice of u more pleasant 
and X hope more interesting text— 
the historical aspects of local natural 
history. , 

For natunilists o€ our own fener 
t.on, this Colony holds little new, for 
practically all the flora and fauna 
hna been discovered and recorded by 
pant generations of workers. It ts 
perhaps only In the realm of the In- 
sects, which by reason of thelr mul- 
titude and minutencss still offer o 
field of research ond discovery, that 
fresh worl can be done; nevertheless 
there is room for a great deal of 
study and tabulation even among the 
better known branches of our botany 
und zoolagy. For instance, to revert 
to rnakes, there are up to now thirty- 
two distinct species recorded from 
the area comprising the Colony, of 
which: several were not known to 
occur locally unt!l they were cullect- 
ed within our own time, and two of 
these I had the good luck to collect 


“myself within’ the past four yenrs, 


until which time they were known 
only from neighbouring arcas, such 
ns Kwangtung and Formosa. Such 
discoveries, though they ore not of 
new species, are termed new records, 
and jn thig ne of natural history 
work hardly a year passes without 
some bird, reptile, or Insect, being 
found for the first time on Hongkong 
island .or In the Britlsh territory on 
the mainland. It is obvious that 
several more snakes which occur in 
Kwangtung should be found in duc 
course in the New Territories; and 
particularly in the case of birds, with 
our gradukt increase in afforestation 
ond the establishment of a sanctuary 
In Hongkong, species which have not 
hitherto visited us or settled to breed 
here, are sure to come in and be 
duly recorded. 

Whatever thrill there may remuin 
In such records for the enthusiast, it 
must be confessed that naturalists 
of our time regard with envy the old 
days, when Hongkong was newly ac- 
quired, and when a wonderful field 
of discovery was opened up. It |n 
with this aspect of the subject that 
my talk in chicfly concerned, 

The iden) for. a naturalist Is a re~ 
mote Island or other territory which 
nobedy with a scientific bent has 
visited before. Such lands are prac- 
tleally non-existent to-day: scientists 
nnd collectors have visited almost 
every corner of the Rlobe, But 
when Hongkong was founded as a 
British Colony nearly a hundred 
years ago, little was known of the 
natural history of the adjoining 
mainiand, and practically nothing of 
the isinnd Itself, It was the carly 
botanists especially who found such 
rich materiol to work on, and the 
multitude of new. forms recorded by 
them ore In part commemorated by 
the attachment of thelr names to 
both geneta:-and ‘specics. Some of 
the plants they discovered here have 
not yet, up to the present day, been 
found outside’ Hongkong island, °

cal research hog changed: however, 
they are easily identinable, 

Following Dr. Smith’s obscrva- 
tions, there occurred a hiatus of 
many years. It is to be presumed 
that the few forelgners who came 
ashore. from ships subsequently, 
were ttle interested in. the Island's 
natural history. The place had an 
unsavoury reputation, both as re~ 
gards its climate and fever (since 
proved to be malaria) and the 
pirates who dwelt here; ond oc- 
cnsional visitors from sailing ships 
probably embarked ns soon ag they 
had obtained fresh water, or veget- 
nbles from the coastal villages. 

For the next authoritative refer 
ence to Jocal natural history we have 
to walt until the Colony had been 
founded, Early in 1843, Mr. A. Re 
Johnston, who was Her Mafjesty's 
Deputy Superintendent of Trade in 
Hongkong, contributed an article on 
the Colony to the “London Gcogra- 
phicat Journal,” in’ the course of 
which he stated: 

“A coarse Ind of grass is found 
on all the hills, but on those with a 
northerly and north-casterly  ¢x- 
ponure it 1s fencrally choked by 
ferns and stunted brushwood; while 
on the face of the hills fronting the 
south It grows in clumps unchecked, 
except when burnt by the natives! 

This is a most interesting note on 
aw phenomenon scan even to-day, for 
not only do the Chinese still burn 
the yrass and scrub on the hill slopes 
In many parts of the Colony, but 
on Hongkong island it is notieeable 
that the most profusely wooded 
areas face south, which {8 explained 
by several = meteorological factors. 
Chief of these Is the blowing of the 
monsoons: the northern face of the 
hills have the dry, cold winds, and 
the southern slo get the warm, 
moisturc-laden winds of summer, 
Typhoons, again, which hav such a 
tendency to stunt tree vrowth, 
usually” blow from. the north and 
north-cast: though thelr effect on our 
plunts is not anywhere so great os 
that of the monsoons, It should be 
noted that with the afforestation 
which has been soln on for upwards 
of fifty years, these ~ monsoonul 
effects ure not ay marked as they 
were in the carly days of Hongkong. 


Colony’s Animals’ 


To revert to Mr. Johnston's com~ 
ments, he also had this to say about 
the new Colony: ; 

“The only animals found on the 
island are w few small deer, a sort of 
armadilly, und a land — tortoise. 
There are several sorts of snakes, 
but none has yet been found to 
suffer from their bite. Among the 
fruits and vegetables produced on 
the island are the mango, lchee, 
Jongan, orange,. pear, rice, sweet 
potatoes, and yams;.a small quantity 
ot fax 1s grown, and prepared for 
houschold use by the villagers. 
Since the occupation of the island by 


the English, the potato of Europe 
and the fruits of Canton and Macao 
have been introduced; and lately a 
wreat many European seeds have 
been brought out by the agent of 
the Hortlcultural Socicty of London, 
and distributed. Specimens of tha 
zoology and botany of Hongkong are 
being gradually eent home, and a list 
of these productions will be furnish- 
ed before long.” 

Unfortunately that is all he hud 
to say about local natural history, 
but It 4g quite informative, even if 
not accurate in every\ respect. For 
instance, the reference to our well- 
Jnown barking deer js correct, but 
the so-called armadillo is more 
scientifically known as a manis, or 
pangolin, a small animal with oo 
covering of scales, which lives chiefly 
on ants. It is now very rare on 
Hongkong island, and within ‘the 
past few years has been piven ome. 
clal protection, There are’ three land 
tortoises rather commonly found In 
the Colony, at least two of which 
are common’on the igsiind, The re- 
ference to the absence of cascs of 
fatal snukebite—despite the pre- 
sence, as we know, of venomous 
species—Iis most interesting, for. it is 
nt remarkable fact’ even now, with 
our Jargely inercased population, 

It Is very doubtful whether Mr. 
Johnston really observed mangocs 
flourishing here. Though the mango 
tree, introduced from further south,’ 
grows well, and flowers freely, it 
seldom sets fruit, and these ure few 
and of poor quality, making thetr 
cultivation not worth while. Those 
referred to may have been imported 
fruit. : 

But the next decade was to see con- 
siderable coliccting and determining 
of local plants and other natural his- 
tory speclmens. Many anokes were 
discovered, it was found that other 
animals on the ‘Island included a 
porcupine and several civet cats, and 
the birds came in for a great deal of 
attention. Most work was .done 
however, by botanists. Some 41 
thelr names should bo mentioned.

gives 1,056 species of flowering planta 
and ferns, of which 32 species are

Robert Fortunv's Reference : 


Special mention - should be given 
here to Robert. Fortune, the Scottish 
botanist and traveller, who paid 
several visits to China and Japan inj 
the perlod 1843-1860, and whose 
books relate to the many plants which 
he took to Europe or sent to Amcrica 
from this part of the world, Hs first 
visit here Is recorded in “Three 
Years’ Wanderings in the Northern 
Provinces of China,” published in 
1847, Fortune stayed for a time in. 
Hongkong, then and on subsequent. | 
visits, and in his books he not only ¢ 
mentions some aspects of locnl botuny, 
but also gives us a good iden of what 
the Colony was like at that time. It 
would not Interest (he average person 
to give in detall the plants he men- | 
tions, but Jt may be noted that he 
was struck by the wenlth of beautiful 
flowering shrubs and herbs, and 
orchids, growing wild on the hills. 
We might pick out a few of his re | 
ferences for comment. He mentions 
that the shrub known as [xora 
chinensis was common in the clefts 
of rocks on the island: this 1s of much | 
importance, ox establishing that the; 
plint was originally a native of our , 
island. To-day, St has been exter- 
minated from Hongkong In its wild 
form, and only prows where the 
Botanieal and Forestry Department 
has planted It out in the Kowloon 
pentnsuin, The great demand for the 
plant among the Chinese for thelr 
gardens must have led to its near 
extermination in the tslind many 
years ago. Provably the last sur- 
Vivor wis a single fhrub I found at 
Jardine's Lookout about ten years! 
uo, Which disappeared when the’ 
area wag cleared for drainage and 
antl-malarint purposes a few years 
back. It Is now found tn Hongkong 
only under cultivation. 

When he comes to other forms of 
natural history in tie Colony, For- 
tune makes a curlous error, These 
are his very words: 

“The Island Is not yich in Indigen- 
ous animals, I have frequenly seen 
wild poats feeding In. the most Inac- 
cessible party of the rocky crags; 
there ure also deer and foxes, but 
these are extremely rare.” i 

Now, we know that 'wild goats 
nover existed here, while deer must 
always have been rather common, 
though their exceeding shyness pro- 
bably prevented people from seeing 
much of them, As for foxes, these 
must have become exterminated’ on 
the Island long ago: they exist on 
the mainland nowadays, but are not 
common there. It is possible that 
Fortune mistook the barking deer for 
xoats; or that domestic goats, which 
research proves were inevitably 
brought here In the carly years ot 
the Colony by Indian soldiers, had 
been allowed to run wild. If so, 
they must have been’. deliberately 
IdiNed off later, for it is well known 
that goats, as they pull up grass by 
the roots, instead of cropping it os 
sheep do, are. most leatructive 
animals in hilly and rainy | areas, 
laying the hill slopes bare, leading 
to their being scoured by rain. 


Birds Plentiful 


Of feathered inhabitants, Fortune 
states that there were two or threo 
species of kingfshers, some small 
singing birds and a few wood 
plgeops; but the mainland was much 
better “Btocked with birds. “From 
thence”, he says, “the natives bring 
to the market large quantities of 
pheasants, purtridges, quail, ducks, 
tenl, and sometimes woodcock and | 
snipe. " It Js interesting to observe 
how want. of protection {n the past 
seems to have resulted in the near 
extermination, of these game ‘birds 
from ‘the New Territories. 


-From the references I have given, 
It can be seen that within twenty ; 
yenrs of the cession of Hongkong 
island to Britain, its natural history 
must have been’ thoroughly studied ! 
und recorded. Yet, for. some years 
thereafter it was possible for collec- 
tors to obtain the thrill of discovering 
new species, particularly those who 
explored the Jess known parts of tho: 
mainiand of China. One of the most 
remarknble facts in the history of 
South China botanising is recorded 
of Captain Light, of the 114th. 
Mabratta Light Infantry, as recently 
as 1904. While on a visit to Hunan 
Province, he decided to collect some 
plunt specimens, and ‘these he 
pressed In a packet nolebook, mca- 
suring six Inches by four, but never- 
thless when he returned, it’. was 
found that his. colicction Included 
three species new to Chino, and no 
fewer than twenty-four now to, the 
Provincet’ el oars 

Such luck may not fall to-the lot 
of n botanist In China to-day, though 
many workérs, including Chinera 
scientists,, are contlnudlly’ recording 
frdsh discoveries, and: it cannot be . 
long before the possibilitics of new 
finds will become practically exhaust- 
ed. But while we envy those carly, 
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of ‘conalderable value; 1).

Bungalow As Temporary 
Maternity Hospital 


The refugee altuation in the New 
somewhat abated 


yesterday os moat of tho {inhabitants 


of the contested area between Sha- 
taukek and Shumchun have now 
crossed the border and found tem- 
porary resting places In the fields and 
near to hamicts in Britlsh territory. 

Food vans continucd to do good 
work in providing for large groups 
of refugees who were organised to 
the extcnt of knowing where to 
gather for thelr rations and recelv- 
ing these in orderly manner. é 

A number of “refugee” babies have 
been born, upwards of twelve, matcr- 
nity cases having been taken to hos- 
pital during the last three days. Mr, 
Ellis's bungalow at Fanling hos been 
given by him for use as n temporary 
hospital for maternity cases and one 
of these—o woman who delivered 
her baby in one of the railway trucks 
at Fanling, was taken’ there. 

A few wounded people came in 
yesterday but the ambulances gene 
crally had considerable relict from 
the use to which they have becn sub- 
jected since Saturday, 

Many pitiable scencs are still cn- 
acted by the rondside, there still 
being hundreds of aited people who 
have not been provided for, but the 
smoke of innumerable litle fires 
was rising from the countryside at 
dusk Inst night os the victims of war 
cooked their sparse meals prepara- 
tory to another night spent vencath 
thy stars. 


FUND FOR RELIEF 


Donation of $20,000 From 
Governor of Kwangtung 


General Wu Teh-chen, Governor 
of Kwangtung Province, has for- 
warded the sum of $20,000 to the Rt. 
Rev, BR. O. Halt, Bishop of Hongkong 
and South China for use of the 
Emergency Relief Council. 

General Wu has requested, In an 
accompanying letter, that the money 
should be devoted to the relief of the 
refugees Who have crossed the bor- 
dcr into Britlsh territory during the 
present hostilities. 

“This much necded help will con- 
tribute appreciably in making the lot 
of the unfortunate victims of war 
who have sought sanctuary in Hong- 
kong ao bit more tolerable,” sald 
Bishop Hall, in making the announce- 
ment of the gift. . . 

“Pheir plight, however, is still very 
great, and we sincerely hope that 
the cxample_ sct the Civil 
Governor of Kwangtung will be fol- 
lowed by many other pzople, both in

Again, many wonder how it is a 
so-called barren island, like Hong- 
kong was when the British cama 
here, should have preserved so many 
species of trees, shrubs and herbs. 
The explanation is simple: while the 
burning of grass and brushwood left 
the more .or less level hill slopes 
bare, the many ravines, almost all of 
them {cd by streams or brooks, 
served to preserve the nucleus of 
hundreds of specics which might 
otherwise have been destroyed, and 
frum these ravines some of our most 
steiking native flora has since been 
collected and permitted, under our 
protective lows,- to spread. Then, 
fortunotely, though the Chinese 
have for hundreds of youre denuded 
the land of trees and shrubs for fuel, 
they have always spared the village 
nnd temple groves, for religious pur- 
poses, under the cult of sung shut, 
und also for aesthetic reasons. Thus 
n severely practical people, by reason 
of the spiritual side of thelr nature, 
have passed on to the modern worl 
intact a great mony examples of tho 
botanical’ wealth with which their 
country, js blessed: (Applause).

Maud Of Norway 


In token of British sympathy with 
the people of Norway, a service wns 
held in St, John’s Cathedral at 12.30 
p.m, ycaterday, in memory of the late 
Queen Moud of Norway. The 
Governor of Hongkong,.Sir Geofftcry 
Northcote, ond Lady Northcote were 
present, olong with a large attend- 
pnee of Consular representatives and 
the Hongkong Norwegian community. 


The playing of Chopin's Funeral 
March provided a solemn prelude 
to a simple ceremony of prayer and 
hymns in which the Dean, the Very 
Rev. J, L. Wilson, and the Revs. 
K. L. Reichelt, Johan Nielsen, , and 
G. M. Reichelt took part. 


Ina brief address the Rev. K. L.

It Is Just 33 years since our beloved 
Queen Maud came to Norway to- 
gether with ‘her husband and thelr 
smiling little son, who had just 
received n new name—the old and 
sacred Norwegian name Olav.

FAVOURITE TESTED RECIPES. 


A BRANCH OF COOKERY THAT ATTRACTS THE 


Curry Js one of the dishes on 
which the man of the house has 
views of his own, Must men, !f 
they are interested in curry at al, 


{regard themsclyes os authorities on 


thls important branch of cookery, 
they are well Informed on regional 
aspects ,und.. varying methods of 
blending ond they can discuss 
learnedly the rival points’ of the 
different curries, 

Much. of this speclutised know- 
ledge Is first-hand and comes from 
having enjoyed particular curries in 
the place of origin. 

Here js o recipe for a “wet" curry: 
For 1441b, of ment, or vegetables, 

or mixed ment and vegetables, 
take two good-sized onions, slice 
and fry brown.’ Add to the frled 
onions in the frylng-pan 2 or 3 
heaped tablespoonfuls of a food 
curry powder. (A very yellow 
curry powder has: excess of chillics 
and js very hot without full favour.) 

Fry the curry powder in: pan with 
onions until the grease rises. This js 
very Important, as no .amount of 
after-cooking will make up for 
under-cooking the curry” “stuff.” 

Meanwhile infuse 2 tablespoonfuls 
of desiccated coconut tor about 6 or 
10 minutes in %-pint of ‘stock, If 
available, otherwise water, Add this 
fo the frying-pan and bring to the 
‘boll, The infused coconut may be 
strained {f desired ond the Iquor 
alone used, but thls is a rather need- 
less refinement. This completes. the 
“curry stuff.” s 

The ‘cut-up meat or vegetables {or 
a mixture) should now be put into a 
saucepon and the curry from the 
frying-pan added thereto, together 
with a small’ dessertspoonful of 
vinegar and some salt. The whole 
should now be cooked slowly—sim- 
mer, do not boll—for two or three 
hours or more. 

NOTES,—Fresh meat takes rather 
more curry stuff than cooked meat 
and a trifle under 14lb will sult the 
above mixture. If the meat be very 
lean add a Uttte fat or dripping, A 
curry always {mproves if let get cold 
and reheated next day or tater, 

For a fish curry or egg curry use 
milk In place of stock or water.’ Eggs 
should first be hard-boiled and cut in 
two, and the above quantity would 
serve for about 12 eggs,’ f

CURRIED LOBSTER 


Frese Jobster curried js a good 
‘dish, Cut the white . meat 
small pigces, Fry a large onion and 
on ‘applg-In %4Ib butter, Mix in a 
teaspoontul red currant jelly, 2 ten- 
spoonfuls curry powder, 2 teaspoon-~ 
fuls flour, a tiny pinch of cloves, % 
traspoontul salt, and breakfast cup- 
ful of milk. : 

Stir well and cook 10 minutes. 
Add lobster and heat through. Pile 
on a hot dish and surround with 
boiled rice sprinkled with coral. 


PASTE OR POWDER 


NGREDIENTS: Prawns, crawfish 
tall or lobster, any cold meat, 
ork, beef, mutton, veal, venlson, 
Irds,-or fresh chicken; also 1 large 
onion, chrrot, and apple, 2 green 
pepper, 2 tnblespoonfuls stock or 
more according to the amount of 
meat used, 2 tenspoonfuls of any 
good curry paste or 3 of powder, a 
good shake of red pepper, 1 good 
oz. butter, %40z sultanas, 1 teaspoon- 
ful sugar ond n good squeeze of le. 
mon juice. . 

Melt the butter in o deep sauce. 
pan and bring to a “bubble.” Add 
onlon, carrot and_ green pepper, alt 
finely chopped. Cook to a’ golden 
brown—about five minutes, Add 
apple, meat, sultanos and a good 
shake of red pepper, sugar and te- 
mon juice, 

If using a chicken choose n young 
bird. Have. it jointed, fry to a 
Holden brown in bubbling butter, and 
add to ‘the mixture in saucepan, 


Stir all up well, add two large table. Add 


spoonfuls of good stock—more if a 
lot of meat is used, enough to keep 
{t moist but not runny. ‘Add 3 tea- 
spoonfuls of curry powder or 2 of 
curry paste. These must he heaped- 
up_spoonfuls. ; 

Cook ‘on hot plate or over fire 


quickly for two or three minutes, 


stirring all the time with a wooden 
spoon. ‘Then draw {o aide of fro or 
switch down to Iowest . heat; and 
slmmer, not boll, for 20 minutes, 
Serve the curry and rice in separ~

- Botanical And Zoological — 
_ Aspects Of Old Hongkong —

Early Naturallsts 


The speaker pald: When your 
programme ‘chairman about a month 
ngo askcd me to give a talk to the 
Rotary Club, he sugested that the 
subject of snakes would probably be 
a gultable one, and also added that 
it could be made more interesting if 
specimens were brought to the mect- 
ing. Apart from the diMeculties of 
holding the attention of most people 
on such a subject, which to frome 
might bo octually distasteful, the 
problem of introducing a lve snate 
or two to this meeting, or falling 
back on o row of pickled specimens, 
declded my choice of n nore pleasant 
and I hope more interesting text— 
the historical anpects of local natural 
hiatory. 

For naturalists of our own fenera- 
tion, this Colony holds Jittle new, for 
practically all the flora and fauna 
hing beer discovered’ and recorded by 
pust generations of workers. It is 
perhaps only in the realm of the in- 
sects, which by reason of their mul- 
thtude and minuteness still offer a 
field of research and discovery, that 
fresh work can be done; nevertheless 
there Ja, room for a great denl of 
study and tnbulation even among the 
better known branches of our botany 
and zoology. For Instance, to revert 
to snnkes, there are up to now thirty- 
two distinct species recorded from 
the areca comprising the Colony, of 
which several were not known to 
occur locally until they were collect- 
_ed within our own time, and two of 
these I had the good tuck to collect 
myself within the pnst four years, 
untlt which time they were ‘known 
only from neighbourlng areas, such 

~~ ad Kwangtang and: Formosa, Such 
discoveries, though they are not of 
new species, are termed new records, 
and in this line of natural history 

. work hardly o year passes without 
-some bird, reptile, or insect, being 
found for the first time on Hongkong 
island or in the British territory. on 
the mainland. It jis obvious that 
several more snakes which occur in 
Kwangtung should be found jin duc 
course in the New Territorles; and 
particularly in the case of birds, with 
our gradual increase in afforestation 
and the establishment of a sanctuary 
In Hongkong, species which have not 
hitherto visited us or settled to breed 
here, ore sure to come in and be 
duly recorded. 

Whatever thrill. there may remain 
in such records for.the enthusiast, It 
must be confessed that naturalists 
of our thme regard with envy the old 
days, when Hongkong wns newly ac- 
quired, and when a wonderful fteld 
of discovery was opencd up, It in 
with this aspect of the subject that 
my talk is chicfly concerned. 

The {deal for o naturalist {s a re« 
mote {sland or other territory which 
nobody with a scientific bent has 
visited before. Such lands ore prac- 
tically non-cxistent to-day: scientists 
and collectors have visited almost 
every corner of the globe. But 
when Hongkong was founded as 4 
British Colony nearly a hundred 
years ago, little was known of the 
nnturnl history of the adjoining 
mainland, and practically nothing of 
tho islnnd itself.” It was the early 
botanists especially who found such 
rich material to work on, and. the 
multitude of new forms recorded by 
them are in part commemorated by 
tho ‘attachment of their sinmes to 
both genera and species. Some of 

-the plants they discoverea here have 
“not yet, up to the present day, been 
é found outside Hongkong island. 


An Early Visitor

cal research has changed: however, 
they aro casily identifiable. . 
Following .Dr. Smith's observa- 
tions, there occurred o hiatus of 
many years. It js to be presumed 


ngtu;| (hat tho few forelgners who came 


ashore from ships subsequently, 
were Little interested in the island's 
natural ‘history. The place had an 
unsavoury reputation, both as re- 
garda ita:climate and fever (alnce 
proved to be molaria) ond the 
pirates who dwelt here; ond oc- 
caslonal visitors from sailing ships 
probably embarked as soon og they 
had obtalned fresh water, or veget- 
ables from the ‘coastal villages. 

For the next authoritative refer- 
ence to local natural history we havo 
to walt untill the Colony had been 
founded. Early In 1843, Mr, A. R. 
Johnston, who was Her Majesty's 
‘Deputy Superintendent of Trade in 
Hongkong, contributed an article on 
the Colony to the "London Geogra- 
phical Journal,” in the course of 
which he stated: : : , 

“A course Kind of grass is found 
on oll the hills, but on those with a 
northerly and north-cnsterly ¢x- 
posure it is generally choked by 
ferns and stunted brushwood; while 
on the face of the hills fronting the 
south It grows in clumps unchecked, 
except when burnt by the natives.’ 

This is a most interesting note on 
n phenomenon seen even to-day, tor 
nut only do the Chinese still burn 
the grass and scrub on the hill slopes 
in many parts of the Colony, but 
on Hongkong island it ts noticcable 
that the most profusely wooded 
urcas face south, which is explained 
by several metcorological factors. 
Chief of these is the blowing of the 
monsoons: the northern face of the 
hills have the dry, cold winds, and 
the southern clopes get the warm, 
molsture-laden winds of summer. 
Typhoans, again, which have such a 
tendency to stunt. tree  gruwth, 
usually blow from the north and 
north-cast: though their effect on our 
plants Js not anywhere so great as 
{hat of the monsoons. It should be 
noted that with the afforestation 


whieh has been gaint on for upwards 
of fifty years, these — monsoonal 
effects are not as marked as they 
were In the early duys of Hongkong. 


Colony's Animals 


To revert to Mr. Johnston's con- 
ments, he also had this to say about 
the new Colony: 

“The only animals found on the 
Island are a few small deer, ‘a sort of 
armadillo, and a land _ tortoise. 
There ure several sorts of snakes, 
but none has yet been found to 
sulfer from their bite. Among the 
frults und vegetables produced on 
the island are the mango, Uchee, 
longonn, orange, pear, rice, sweet 
potatoes, and yams; a small quantity 
of flax is grown, and prepared for 
household use by the villagers. 
Since the. occupation of the island by 
the English, the potato of Europe 
and the fruits of Canton and Macao 
have been introduced; and lately a 
great many European seeds have 
been brought out by the agent of 
the Horticultural Society of London, 
and distributed. Specimens of thn 
zoology und botany of Hongkong are 
being gradually sent home, and o list 
of these productions will be furnish- 
cd before long.” ¢ 

Unfortunately that is oll he had 
to say about local natural history, 
but it fs quite informative, even_if 
not nccurate in every respect. For 
Instance, the roference to our well- 
known barking deer Is correct, but 
the so-calicd armadillo is more 
selentifically known as o manis, or 
paongolin, a small animal with a 
covering of scales, which lives chiefly 
on ants. It is now very rare on 
Hongkong island, ond within the 
past few years has been given offi- 
elal protection. There are three Innd 
tortoises .xuther commonly found In 
the Colony, at least two of which 
are common on the'island. The ro- 
ference to the absence of cascs of 
fatal snakebite—desplite the pre- 
sence, as we know, of venomous 
sptcics—is most Interesting, for it 'n 
a remarkable fact even now, with 
our largely increased population. 

It 1s very doubtful whether Mr. 
Johnston really observed mangoca 
flourishing here. Though the mungo 
tree, introduced from further south, 
rows well, and flowers freely, it 
seldom sets fruit, antl these are few 
and of poor quality, making thelr 
cultivation not worth while. Those 
referred to may have been imported 
fruit. 

But the next decade was to seo con- 
siderable collecting and. determining 
of local plants and other natural his- 
tory specimens, Many snakes were 
discovered, It wos found that other 


}animols on the Island included ao 
“porcupine and several clvet cats, and 


the birds came In for a great deal of 
attention. Most worle. was done, 
howover, by botanists. Some af 
thelr names should bo mentioned. 

In the very firs} weels_of tho occu~ 
pation of - Hongkong, “Mr. .Richard 
Brinsley Hinds came ashore’ from 
H.MS, Sulphur, of which he was the

Robert Fortune’a Reference 


mention should be given 
here to Robert Fortune, the Scottish 
botanist and traveller, who pald 
several visita to China.and Jopan.in 
the period 1043-1800, and = whose 
books relate to the many plants which 
he took 40 Europe or sent to Armcrica 
from this part of the world. Hs first 
visit here is recorded in “Threo 
Yours’ Wanderings in the Northern 
Provinces of. China,” published fn 
1647. Fortune stayed far o time in 
Hongkong, then and oo subsequent 
visits, and in his books he not only 
mentions somo aspects of local botany, 

t

but also gives us a good Idea of wha 
the Colony was like at that time. I 
would not infercst the average person 
to give in detail the plants he men- 
tlons, but it may be noted thut he 
was struck by the wealth of beautiful 
flowering shrubs and herbs, and 
orchids, growing wild on the hills. 
We might pick out a few of his re- 
fereneces for comment. He mentions 
that the shrub known as I[rora 


chinenals was common tn the cletts { 


of rocks on the island: this is of much 
Importance, as establishing that the 
plant was originally a native of our 
island. To-day, it has been oxter- 
minated from Hongkong in {ts wild 
form, and only grows where the 
Botanical and Forestry Department 
has planted it out in the Kowloon 
peninsula, The great demand for the 
plant among the Chinese for their 
gardens must have led to its near 
extermination fn the {sland many 
years ugo. Probably the last sur- 
Vivor was u single chrub I found at 
Jardine’s .Lookout nbout ten years 
ago, which 
aren was cleared for drainage ond 
antl-malarin] purposes a few years 
back. It fs now found in Hongkong 
only under cultivation. 

When he comes to other, forms of 
natural history in tne Colony, For- 
tune makes 'n curjous error, These 
are his very words: 

“The island is not rich in indigen- 
ous animals. Ihave frequently seen 
wild goats feeding in the most Inac- 
cessible parts of the rocky. crags; 
there aro also decr and foxes, but 
hese are extremely rare.” 

Now, we know that wild goats 
never existed here, while deer must 
atways have been rather common, 
though thelr exceeding shyness pro- 
vably prevented people from seeing 
much of them.: As for foxes, these 
must have become exterminated on 
the Island long ogo: they exist on 
the mainland nowadays, but are not 
common there. It is possible that 
Fortune mistook the barking deer for 
goats; or that domestic goats, which 
research proves were Inevitably 
brought here {n the carly yeara of 
the Colony by Indlan soldiers, had 
been allowed to run wild. If 9, 
they must have been ‘deliberately’ 
killed off Inter, for it is well known 
that goats, as they pull up grass by 
the roots, instend of cropping it os 
sheep do, are most destructiva 
animals in hilly and rainy — areas, 
lnying the hill slopes bare, leading 
to thelr belng scoured by rain. 


Birds Plentifal 


Of feathered inhabitants, Fortune 
states that thera were two or threo 
species of kingfshers, some small 
singing birds and a few wood 

igeons; but the mainland was much 

tter stocked with birds. “From 
thence", he ‘says, “the natlves bring 
to the market large quantitles of 
pheasants, partridges, quall, ducks, 
eal, and sometimes w 
snipe. " It fs interesting to observa 
how want of protection in the past 
seems to have resulted in the noar 
extermination of thése gamo birds 
from the New Territorics. 


From the references I have given, 
it can be seen that within twenty 
yenrs of the cession of Hongkong 
island to Britain, its natural history 
must have been thoroughly studied 
and recorded, Yet for some years 
thereafter it was possible for collec- 
tors to obtain the thrill of discovering 
new species, particularly those who 
explored the less known parts of the 
maliniand of China. ‘One of the most 
remarkable facts in the history of 
South China botanising ts recorded 
of Captain Light, of the 114th. 
Mahratta Light Infantry, a3 recently 
us 10204, While on ao visit to Hunan 
Province, be declded to, collect some 
plant specimens, ond these ‘he 
pressed {In a pocket notebook, mea- 
suring slx inches by four, but nover- 
thiess .when he returned, it -was 
found. that his: collection included 
three species new to China, ond no 
fower than twenty-four naw to the 
Province! : a ; 

Such luck may not, fall to the lot 
of a botanist in China to-day, though 
many workers, ‘Including . Chincro 
scientists, are continually recording 
fresh, discoveries, and ‘it’ cannot be 
long beforeithe _ pgssibilities of new 
finds : will become practically exhaust- 
ed. But while. we-envy those carly 
explorers, -wo might remembor that 
ney faced. many dangers: and . risks 
of [l!-health that wo do not have tos 
day; and that thelr. enthusiasm lald

FAVOURITE TESTED RECIPES - 


A BRANCH OF COOKERY THAT ATTRACTS THE 


URRY is one of the dishes on 
which the man of the house has 
views of his own, Most men, If 
they ore interested in curry at all, 
regard themsclyes as authorities on 
this Important branch of cookery, 
they are well informed on regional 
aspects and varying methods of 
blending and they © can” discuss 
learnedly the rival points of the 
different curries, - 

Much of this specialised ‘know- 
ledge is first-hand and comes from 
having enjoyed particwar curries In 
the place of origin, 

Here is a recipe for a “wet" curry: 

OR 144]. of meat, or vegetables, 

or mixed meat and vegetables, 
take two pood-sized onions, slice 
and fry brown. Add to the fried 
onions In the frying-pan 2 or 3 
heaped tablespoonfuls of u good 
curry powder. (A svery yellow 
curry. powder has. excess of chillles 
and is very hot.without full flavour.) 

Fry the curry powder in pan with 
onions until the grease rises. This ts 
very important, as no amount of 
after-cooking will make up for 
under-caoking the curry “stuff.” 

Meanwhile infuse 2° tablespoonfuls 
of desiccated coconut for about 5 or 
10 minutes in %4-pint of stock, If 
available, otherwise watcr, Add this 
to the frying-pan and bring to the 
The infused coconut may be 
strained Jf desired and the Jiquor 
atone used, but this {sa rather necd- 
less refinement, This completes the . 
“curry stuff." , 

The cut-up meat or vegetables (or 
a mixture) should now be put into a 
saucepan and the curry from. the 
fryIng-pan added thercto, together 
with a small dessertspoonful of 
vinegar and some salt, The whole 
should now be cooked slowly—sim- 
mer, do not boil—for two or three 
hours or more, : : 

NOTES.—Fresh meat takes. rather 
more curry stuff than cooked meat 
and a trifle under 1%4lb will suit the 
above mixture. If the meat be very 
lean add a little, fat or dripping. A 
curry always improves if let get cold 
and reheated next'day or tater, 

For a fish curry or egg curry use 
milk In place of stock or water, Eqgs 
should first be hard-boiled and cut in 
two, and the above quantity would 
serve for about 12 eggs.

Add 3 tea- 
spoonfuls of curry powder or 2 of 
curry paste.

PIED AREA ADJACENT TO THE HONGKONG 

Fromm authoritative sources, the “Telegraph” 
learns that, in the friendly conversations carried 
out between British and Japanese military 
authorities on the frontier yesterday afternoon, 
the entire situation was frankly discussed. 

The difficulties attendant upon operations adjacent 
to the Hongkong frontier, as instanced on Saturday, 
were, it is understood, realised by both sides. 


Although there is no official

For five minutes they were 
harangued by their Commanding 
OMmtcer, 


They gave a loud “Banzai” then, 
at a sharp command, wheeled sharp- 
ly northwards and. disappeared, 
marching along the railway Ine. 

At six o'clock, Shum Chun was 
completely deserted. The Rising 
Sun flags had been hauled down and 
nothing remained to tell. of the 
Japonese occupation except a litter 
of rubbish, the pock-mark of bombs 
and shells und one or two damaged 
buildings. 


This was the highlight of develop- 
ments along. the Kwangtung-Hong- 
kong: frontier this morning. 


Not only at Shum Chun, but all 
along the frontier the Japanese 
have disappeared. 


A “Telegraph” — Correspondent, 
telephoning the information from 
Lowu, said that a visit to Shum 
Chun at 6.30 a.m. revealed not a 
soul remuining in the city. 


A tour of the Casino, which was 
the Japanese H. Q., showed that 
the building was entirely deserted.

Otherwise, Shum Chun hans been 
evacuated by the Japanese in much 
the same state as. it was in when 
it was previously evacunted by the 
Chinese.

Very few people were awaro 
that negotiations between ‘Lon- 
don and Rome concerning the 
visit of the British Ministers, 
which had been conducted 
through diplomatic channels, 
had already been brought to a 
successful conclusion. 


As reported to-day, and confirmed 
by a well-informed source, Mr. 
Chamberlain und Viscount Halifax, 
accompanied by several high oMcials 
and experts from No. 10 Downing 
Street, will leave for Rome, presum- 
ably on January 10, 


Their stay In Rome will last four 
or five days. 


Both Ministers, within the scope of 
the usual ministerial receptions and 
ceremonies, will also be given an 
audience by the King. 


The essential purpose of the visit, 
so It-is stated in well-informed circles, 
Is reguiition of Franco-Italian rela- 
tions. For thls reason Mr. Cham- 
berluin took steps Inst week to inform 
himself of all details of the French 
point of view on those problems which 
to-day separate France and Italy. 


How far the French are prepared 
to go, and what concessions’ M.

SHANGHAI, Nov. 29. 


FREASSURING ‘THAT: CONTINUOUS 


efforts are 


being tnade by the Japancse authorities to protect 
the interests of third Powers, a statement issued jointly by 


the spokesmen of the Japanese Army and 


Navy here to- 


day says that the Japanese authorities regard it as a mat- 
ter for regret that the Sino-Japancsé hostilities have-con- 
siderably affected foreign nationals and their property in 


China. 


“We are aware that in addition to 
the question of navigation on the 
Yangtse River, operations of our 
forces and various establishments 
created by them are interfcring to a 
considerable extent with the In- 
terests of third party natlonnlg as 
well oa restricting the — latter's 
liberty," the statement says. 

“We {eel sorry that such state of 
affairs should have ariscn, but In- 
nummuch as hostilities have broken 
out between China and Japan and 
so long as military operations dre 
golng on, this Is unavoidable. 

“It seems to us that we are entitled 
to fair ond unblased realization by 
third party nationals of the fact that 
omid this state of affairs, the Japan- 
ese Naval and Military authorities 
have made unusual cfforts to assure 
the protection, to the best nbility of 
our forecs, of third party property 
and interests, 


FEAR SITUATION MUST 
CONTINUE 


“This situation is but: the natural, 
althoufh unfortunate, result of the 
present hostilitics, which situation, 
we fenr, must continue as long os 
hostilities are going on.” F 

“It gocs without saying that con- 
vinced that in attainment of our 
military objective lies the key to 
settlement of the present Incident 
with the accompanying .restoration 
to normal of enjoyment by third party 
nationals of -thelr rights and in- 
terests, the Japancse command In de~ 
voting its entire ability towards this 
end. 

“It is only natural that {o destroy 


completely the Chinese will to fight; 


in their avowed policy for polonged 
hostilities, measures adopted by our 
forcen in conducting the campaign 
are unusuolly complicated. 

“Morcover, we would like to point 
out this time that the methods 
adopted by the Chinese to conduct 
the hostilities, are preventing the oc- 
cupied arca from being considered 
ns the zone of safety. 

“Ag the result, the. Japanese forces, 
in combating these tactics, have been 
compelled to consider the entire zone 
of operations as the battlefield. At 
the same time the Japanese forces, 
in ordcr to rehabilitate and pacify 
the sufferers from hostilitics, have 
found it necessary to distribute some 
military -supplics. Bhs 

“In this regard, our military 
operations have assumed a highly 
unusual character,” the statement 
coneludes.—Domet,

“Perfidious Lies’? Of 
“‘News-Chronicle”’ 


Berlin, Nov, 29. 

Indignation was aroused jn the 
German evening papers’ to-day by 
the assertion of fhe News-Chronicle 
that Herr Hitler has mobilised three 
army corps and that 100,000 mtn 
will be under arms near the Czecho- 
Slovakin fronticr’on Saturday, . 

Before refuting this report, 
German papers recall that the 
News-Chrenicle indulged in the same 
tactics during the crisis period last 
summer, publishing a series of false 
statements designed to turn world 
opinion against Germany. 

“The Reich takes very sharp ex- 
eeption to. the poisoning tactics of 
this gangster type of journalism,” 
states the semi-oficial German News 
Agency, in commenting on the. Lon- 
don report, 

“Making use of the same corrupt 
means, it endeavours, for the second 
time, to undermine pacification 
which was beginning to make pro- 
gress in Europe. We declare with 
all emphasis thot there can be no 
question of mobilisation, and that the 
speculations of the Ne¢ws-Chronicle 
aré nothing more thon the out- 
come of hate agalnst Germany which 
hos led to attempts to weaken and 
destroy, every budding peaceful 
development through all manner of 
Nes and distortion of facts.” 

Taking a still sharper exception to 
the report, the Berliner © Lokal 
Anzeigtr writes: “These perfiidlous 
lies of this English agitation shect 
knock the pins from under the casi. 
Out of the clear henvens this 
lamentable organ seizes on atrocity 
story which represents the Imit of 
the enmonien of incitement which 
the News-Chronicle has been carry- 
ing on agalnst Germany for some 
time. Like a snealc-thiet In the 
bush, th's paper attacks a “great 
Power which is making a serlous 
endeavour to esiublisi quict and 
order within its frontiers, The 
ambush for this banditry is so-called 
British freedom of the press, which 
makes it possible for any element 
that happens to turn up to throw 
hand-grenades into the structure of 
peace.” 

The Berner Boersen Zeitung 
asserts that the ‘Intentions of the 
paper are clear, and that it is 
serving the definite purpose of 
maligning Germany, and accusing 
the Relch of military aggressive 
intentions.—Trans-Occan,

Two Piracies 
Reported: In 
‘H.K. Waters 


Armed pirates selzed valuable 
cargo of wolfram ore in Britlsh 
waters on Monday, when they held 
up 8 cargo junk which was on its 
way to the Colony from Swatow. 

The junk,. under the charge 
Tso! Chung, 35, ond with o crew of 
four, left Swatow at 6 p.m. on Sun- 
day with a cargo comprising 26 bags 
of wolfram ore valued ut $1,725 and 
thirty lead ingots, consigned to‘ the 
Kam Kee firm at 21, Des Vocux 
Road, West, first floor, West Point. 

When off Nam Tong Island and 
about one mile west of ‘int Hong 
Point, a-small bout contnining seven 
men were seen approaching from the 
direction of Fu Tau Mun sinet was 
called upon to stop an a ceynn 
men drew alongside and boarded the 
cargo vessel, Two of the pirates 
were armed with rifics, two with 
knives and one with a bayonet. 

Menuced by these weapons, Troi 
and his crew were forced into the 
hold of their ship. The pirntes tour 
charge of the vessel, with their own 
boat in tow. They remained on 
bonrd until 4 a.m. yesterday. * 

.The plrates had gone for some 
time before Tso! and his crew dared 
leave the hold. When they did so, 
they found the cargo junk tied to u 
rock on the foreshore off Tai Miu. 
Tsol also discovered that his whole 
‘cargo of wolfram, os well as six of 
the fron ingots, valued nt $150, and 
[clothing valued at’ $iG had been 
stolen by the pirates. 

Tso} sailed to Shaukiwan where he 
reported the incident to the police.

BISHOP WAS IN GAOL 


Story Told of -Adventure In ae 


Hongkong’ in 1916 


Speaking ut the Cathedral Hall 
yeaterdny, the Rt. Rev. S. L, Norris, 
Bishop in North -China, deseribed 
how he was tatcen.to gaol on arriving
